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Boyne City’s Shumaker impresses in 
MHSSCA Division 3 All-Star game 


MT. PLEASANT — The Michigan High 
School Softball Coaches Association All-Star 
games took place on July 20 at Margo Jonker 
Stadium, on the campus of Central Michigan 
University, featuring all four divisions. 

Recent Boyne City graduate, Emma Shu- 
maker earned a spot on the Division 3 All-Star 
team. 

Shumaker, recently capped off her Rambler 
high school career as a three-time All-State se- 
lection, four-time district champion, two-time 
regional finalist, two-time Lake Michigan Con- 
ference champion, four-time Charlevoix County 
News “Dream Team” selection, including 
Player of the Year honors in 2014, to name a few. 

Once again, Emma tossed a majority of the 
innings for the Ramblers from inside the circle, 
finishing with a 20-7 record, striking out 160. 

At the plate, Shumaker resumed her duties as 
the leadoff hitter for Boyne, turning in a .393 
batting average, pounding out 42 hits on the sea- 
son, including nine doubles, two triples and 
four home runs. She also scored 46 runs and 
had 21 RBIs from the top of the lineup. 

Playing for the Division 3 Red team, wearing 
her trademark number 13 and a uniform featur- 
ing; Red, White and Navy, the colors she has 
been wearing for years, Shumaker entered the 
game in the fourth inning, with her team trail- 
ing 18-0, she said she felt no pressure. 

“T didn’t have any worries once I got in the 
game, I knew all the players on the team were 
good, so I knew I could throw anything and they 
would have my back.” 

Shumaker went out and did what so many 
around Northern Michigan have known for the 
last four seasons at the high school level and 
even longer dating back to her Little League 
and travel ball days. 

Emma worked three innings of one-hit ball, 
allowing one unearned run, while walking one 
and striking out three, including this seasons 
Miss Softball runner-up, the first hitter she 
faced. 

At the plate, she went 0-1, with a walk. 

When asked about the overall experience, 
from finding out of her selection, to practicing, 
and finally the game, she had this to say. 

“T thought it was pretty cool when I found 
out. The first thing that came to mind was that I 
should probably start practicing again, since it 
had been over month since the season ended.” 

“We arrived a day early (at CMU) for practice 
with the team, I had met a few of the girls from 
playing them before and also met a few girls 
that are going to Grand Valley State (where 
Shumaker will be attending college),” she 
added. “Getting used to new players was not 
that hard, I knew they were phenomenal.” 

Emma also noted that she had the opportu- 
nity to throw to catcher, Emily Kanakry from 
University Liggett. 

“T had never seen her before, but she called 
all the pitches and it worked.” 

Emma also mentioned that the highlight of 
the day for her was facing a familiar opponent 
in Traverse City St. Francis Gladiator Julia 
Hardy, resulting in strikeout for the former 
Rambler. 

The White team went on to win 21-9, as the 
Red team rallied for one run in the sixth and 
eight more in the seventh.

The Difference between a Water 
Hazard and a Lateral Water Hazard

A water hazard is marked 
yellow and a lateral water 
hazard is marked red. Now, 
let’s look at what the differ- 
ences are. For a water haz- 
ard, you have three options 
if your ball goes in one. You 
have the option to try and 
play it from the hazard. You 
can play it from where you 
previously played from and 
finally you can keep the 
point where the ball entered 
the hazard between you and 
the hole and go back as far 
as you wish. Now, for a lat- 
eral hazard you have the 
same three options as the 
water hazard with two addi- 


tional options. One of the 
options is to find the point 
where the ball last crossed 
the hazard and drop within 
two club lengths no nearer 
the hole. The final option 
that you have with a lateral 
water hazard that you don’t 
have with a water hazard is 
to drop a ball on the opposite 
side of the hazard or 
“equidistant” to the point 
where the ball last crossed 
the hazard, no nearer the 
hole. This last option, very 
few people know about, but 
may come in handy some 
day. At the very least I’m 
sure you can win some 
money off of your friends 
on a friendly wager as to the 
options you have when you 
land in a water hazard or a 
lateral water hazard.
